Britith conftifution, fo far as they were applicable to our 
purpofe; and to thefe we contralted the fituation of the citi- 
zens of Edinburgh. If the conclufions, there inferred were 
juit, with injuftice would we be chargeable to ourfelves and to 
Our pofterity, were we not to atcempt, at lealt, a melioration of 
Our cafe. . 

I might here confirm what T have faid in my former letters, 
by the teftimonies of innumerable writers ; but, where the facts 
are felf-eyident, teftompny is apt required. A paffage in Mon- 
tefquieu, however, is fo peouliery applicable. to_ our, prefent 
fubjeét, that I mut beg leave to bring it under obfervation. 

_ The credit-of this author is indifputable, and his authority mutt 
have weight. : . be i : : 

_ © As in a free ftate (fays Montefquien) every man, who is 

~*t fuppofed a free agent, ought to be.his own governor, {o the

- Thefe claims arife from natural 
right, and” this natural right has beep poffeffed by every free 
and independent people. - - te 

Can the ‘reprefentation for the city of Edinburgh be termed 
conformable tu'the rights of a free and independent. people? 

Can it be termed a fair or complete reprefentation for the in- 
habitants. of this diftri& ? A lover of truth mutt affirm, that it 
is not. If this reprefentation were chofen by the unbiaffed 
voices of the majority of the citizens, then might we be clafled 
in the catalogue of free communities. But when fuch repre- 
{entation is chofen by.a {mall number of men in our city, the 
very form. of liberty is departed from us. With us, the Town- 
Council alone poflefs all; They appoint direétors, not only for 
themfelyes, but for us. 
It may, perhaps, be. alledged by the advocates for the Coun- 
‘cil, that they have obtained this aaah right of election, ei- 
. ther by ufage, of by ftatute, or by both ; and to divelt them 


now of what is fanétioned by ule, or conferred by ftatute, - 


would beta fttipthem of their isgal privileges. ‘This is a fee- 
ble argument, and confates itfelf. ra 
Whether the Council has acquired fuch right by ufage or 
flatute, it matters not. Evident it is, that. no ufage could de- 
~prive-us-of our natural and civil-rights ; And-no-ftatute could 
alienate from ‘us rights in themfelves unalienable. The right 
of being oe or of chufing a delegate in the national 
convention, is-@ right of nature, which no pofitive laws could 
wreft from us, which no generation could give away to the 
rejudice of a fucceeding generation, and which, when loft or 
Farrendertd, can at any time be lawfully refumed. "By what- 
~ever authority, therefore, we have hitherto been reftrained from 
the exercife of our natural rights, we {till poffefs a power of 


refumption. 

‘ All jut power originates from the people; and for their 
convenience and benefit were governments originally inftituted. 
Magiftrates are the trultees i 7 the people, velted with powers 
for the advantage ’of the communities over which they prefide : 
they, therefore, can exercife no fpecies of power that is incom- 
patible with the privileges of the people ; and if they fhould be 
found-to have ufurped any fuch power, the people, as the ori- 
ginal tr@ffiers, have a title to revoke*. 

Gentlemen, in my next, I fhall attempt to roe out fome of 
the “evil confequences of lodging the power of election in the 
hands of a few elegtors.' Inthe mean time, permit me to fub- 
fcribe myfelf your very humble fervant,
